The Truth About Food Freezers 


By SYDNEY

Food plans, including the purchase of a freezer, have be-| 


come very popular this year. 


ment for many families—especially city dwellers. Moreover, | 
some food plans, if not actually shady, are certainly not to the 


advantage of the buyer. 


Chief exaggeration is that a food freezer plan enables you 
eo 


to buy at wholesale prices. The 
Federal Commission has al- 
ready lodged a complaint against 
one Washington, D. C. dealer (Phil- 
lips, Inc.) who represented that the 
plan saves customers large sums 
of money. 

Even if a food plan is operated 
honestly and does give you a dis- 
count for quantity purchases, the 
costs of buying and operating a 
freezer may well cancel all such 
savings and even add to your food 
bills. 

Owning a freezer admittedly is of- 
ten an economy for families who 
grow some of their own food, or 
live in rural areas where they may 
be able to buy food cheaply for 
freezing. A freezer does offer cer- 
tain conveniences, like bulk buying 
and fewer shopping trips. But for 
most families living in larger 
towns, a large-enough refrigerator, 
perhaps with a full-width freezer 
compartment, would be sufficient 
at much less expense. 


FREEZER COSTS HIGH 


Cost of owning a freezer are sur- 
prisingly high. They include amor- 
tization of the freezer itself, re- 
pairs, electric power, and packag- 
ing (which becomes quite expen- 
sive). If you used only 360 pounds 
of frozen foods out of your freezer 
@ year your cost per pound might 
be about 28 cents besides the cost 
of the food itself,’ estimates Dr. 
Earl C. McCracken, U. S. Agricul- 
ture Department physicist. Even 
if you used 900 pounds out of the 
same box (by more frequent use 
and replacement of its contents) 
your additional cost would be 13 
cents a pound.

SALES GIMMICK 


The gimmick used by the food 
plan salesmen. (some of whom 
have been found to make as much 
as $1000 a week) is to tell you that 
“food for a week” will cost you 
only, say, $20 a week for a family 
of four.” But this only includes 
meat and frozen produce. It doesn’t 
include the milk, cheese, eggs, 
cooking and table fats, bread, dry 
groceries, etc. that make up over 
half of your food bill. 

Buying a freezer ona “food plan” 
is especially dubious because you 
must also pay installment charges 
for buying the freezer on time, and 
in some “plans” you also pay an 
installment charge on the food. The 
worst feature of some “food plans” 


is that you pay $600 for a freezer |

Many regular food 
markets which do not require that 
you join a weekly “plan” offer 
similar prices on meat bought in 
bulk (like a whole lamb, cut up for 
the freezer), or a 10 per cent dis- 
count on frozen vegetables and 
juices bought in dozen lots. Even 
the cut-rate specials the super- 
markets run on frozen foods are 
close to the “bulk” prices for frozen 
foods, even in reliable food plans. 
For example, the 19-cent frozen 
vegetables sold by many stores are 
often cheaper than the food plans.

Until recently, he had never been known to be wrong— | 
not admittedly. That's why, when he had to debase himself, 
confess his sin, and admit personal responsibility for an error, 
it seemed that the forces of virtue and right were in retreat. 

He fought a valiant rear-gquard action. Throughout the 
greater part of a column he excoriated other papers, par- 
ticularly labor papers, which do not clearly label every pub- 
licity story to indicate its source.

It has always been his practice to label the source of such 
articles, he declared virtuously. He plainly labels commercial 
publicity as such, to indicate his paper's business enterprise, 
he affirmed. 

This was all preliminary to the confession that always 
doesn't always mean always. 

He ran a publicity blurb about a business establishment, 
and went out of his way to commend it as a “100 per cent 
union shop.” 

As the editor of a union labor paper, it was news to him 
when unions informed him the place is NOT union.

misunderstanding is the meaning 
of the average monthly earnings 
on which Social Security benefit 
payments are based. “Some peo- 
ple,” he says, “believe that their 
average earnings are determined 
by using only the years in which 
they were engaged in work cov- 
ered by the law.” He says that all 
years after 1950, from age 21 to 
age 65, are counted in arriving at 
the monthly average. Periods of 
non-employment, or early retire- 
ment from self-employment will 
cut down the amount of the aver- 
age monthly earnings and may 
cause old-age and survivors bene- 
fit payments to be less than the 
insured worker or his dependent 
family expected, if they have not 
informed themselves.

Editor, Labor Journal: 

In regard to the firing of Mr. 
Stanley Jacobs by Contra Costa 
Junior College: 

I do not regard myself as being 
an expert of any kind but I have 
been a member of various unions, 
AFL and CIO for some 12 years. 
I have “packed a full-book” in the’! 
Sailors’ Union of the Pacific for 
some eight years now. I had the 
“stimulation” of trade unionism at 
an early age due to the fact that 
my father was “articulate” and 
active member of the UAW and 
USW for many years here in the 
East Bay. 

About two years ago I attended 
West Contra Costa Junior College 
and had a course in Western Civili- 
zation taught by Mr. Jacobs. I have 
had some 25 courses under differ- 
ent “profs’ and Mr. Jacobs rates 
on the highest level. I feel that 
Mr. Jacobs could well serve as a 
modél instructor for a great many} 
“educators,” as an instructor and 
as a “man.” 

The point I wish to make is this: 

It’s later than we think when 
we allow competent individuals to 
be forced out of important posi- 
tions, as in Education, for having 
the “non-conformist audacity” to 
join and be active in a trade (or 
professional) union.

The American Legion, the Farm 
Bureau, the Grange, the Chamber of Commerce, have long 
given advice to their members and followers on how to cast 
ballots.
